To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Burton  Latimer  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1957. 

The  report  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  l/58  dated  13th  January,  1958.  The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  under 
review  are  as  follows|  for  comparison  the  1956  figures  are  included  in  brackets:- 
The  Population  (Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate)  4,330  (4,310)  showing  an 
increase  of  20  on  last  year's  figure,  and  the  Vital  Statistics  in  this  report  are 
based  on  this  figure.  The  Birth  Rate  was  16.63  (18.10)  but  there  was  an  actual 
decrease  in  live  births  by  6.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  10.85  (11.13)  showed  a decrease 
of  1 death,  the  registered  causes  of  death  are  listed  on  page  7.  The  Infant  Mort- 
ality Rate  was  41,67  (12.82)  which  meansUiere  were  3 deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
out  of  72  live  births.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  under  the  heading  of 
Maternal  Mortality,  which  is  highly  commendable. 

Section  F deals  with  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Under  this 
heading  there  was  one  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified,  this  case  was  removed 
to  hospital  and  recovered.  Two  cases  of  Respiratory  and  one  case  of  Non-Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Other  notifications  were  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Pneumonia  and  Virus  Meningitis. 

Sections  C,  D and  E of  the  report  have  been  submitted  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  Section  C deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  Area  and  an  account  of  the  Water  Supply,  Drainage  and  Sewerage  is  given.  Sectioi 
D gives  an  account  of  the  work  done  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  Secti* 
E deals  with  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  Mr.  Borman  for  information 
supplied  for  this  report  and  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  throughout  the  year.  I 
should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Lansom  and  staff  for  assistance  on  many  matters  through- 
out  the  year.  Finally,  I appreciate  very  much  the  assistance  received  from  Miss 
Langley  in  compiling  this  report.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  - examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Kettering 
General  Hospital.  The  following  specimens  were  examined

(L)  Ambulance  Facilities  - the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  ambulance 
services.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  carry  out  the  service  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council  for  )i.on-infectlous  cases, 

(c)  Nursing  ait  Home  - the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  Home 
Nursing  Service. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  - a County  Council  Welfare  Clinic  is  held 
twice  monthly.  A Medical  Officer  attends  one  session  each  month.

SECTION  C„  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 

VJater  Supply  - The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  was  taken  over  by  the 
Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  in  1950. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality 
during  the  year. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
information s- 

The  supply  to  Burton  Latimer  now  comes  from  the  Pitsford  reservoir,  and  is 
softened.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

During  1957,  34  full  chemical  analyses  were  made  of  the  Pitsford  water. 

286  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  from 
Pitsford  and  a further  five  samples  were  taken  in  Burton  Latimer.  The  results 
were  satisfactory.  In  addition  the  raw  water  was  examined  from  time  to  time. 

There  was  no  plumbo- solvent  action.  There  was  no  contamination  of  the  water 
supplied  to  Burton  Latimer,

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Water  Supply . (Cent inue d ) 


There  are  1,493  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  1,367  of  these  are  supplied 
from  the  public  water  main  direct  to  the  houses,  111  are  supplied  from  a stard 
pipe  in  the  yard  and  59  of  these  are  scheduled  for  eventual  demolition  under  the 
slum  clearance  scheme  but  11  are  now  closed  and  are  awaiting  demolition,  4 houses 
in  the  town  are  supplied  from  pumps  (bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made 
of  these  pump  supplies  which  were  found  satisfactory) , plus  11  isolated  houses 
and  farms  outside  the  urban  perimeter. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  - The  town's  sewerage  system  was  connected  to  the  Kettering 
Corporation  Sewage  Works  in  1948, 

No  sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  district  are  now  connected  to  the  sewer  with  the 
exception  of  one  house  in  Church  Street,  one  cottage  in  Cranford  Road,  two  houses 
on  Highom  Hill  and  a few  isolated  farm  houses. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  are  baited  and  poison  baits  laid  twice  yearly  with 
satisfactory  results  in  keeping  down  the  rat  population. 


SECTION  D.  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Work  under  these  Acts  for  the  purpose  of  rectifying  defects  and  abating 
nuisances  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year.

Factories  and  Workshops  - There  are  sixt,een  factories  in  the  district.  Routine 
inspections  were  made  and  no  defects  were  found. 

There  were  fifty-four  outxrorkers  in  the  district  in  February  1957  and  fifty- 
two  in  August  1957.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Refuse  Collection  - A 10  Cubic  yard  Karrier  C.K,3  is  used  for  refuse  collection 
and  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  house. 

The  refuse  tip  is  at  Buccleuch  Farm  about  a mile  from  the  town  in  a south- 
easterly direction.  It  consists  of  old  ironstone  workings  and  there  is  ample 
capacity  for  many  years. 

Rat  treatment  is  carried  out  regularly  at  the  tip. 

Caravans  - There  are  43  caravans  in  the  district.  The  sites  have  flush  W C, 's 
and  piped  water  supply  and  two  sites  have  concrete  paths  and  washhouses.  One 
new  site  with  room  for  eight  caravans  v;as  opened  during  the  year. 

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  district.  A table  is  appended 
giving  particulars  and  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected.  Any  con- 
siderable amount  of  meat  is  sent  to  the  Co-operative  IJholesale  Society  at 
Northampton  for  processing. 

The  follovdng  food  was  condemned  during  the  years  189  lbs.  fresh  meat  and 
offal,  79  lbs.  tinned  meat,  27  lbs.  tinned  fish,  22  lbs.  tinned  fruit  and  vegetables 
38  lbs.  flour  and  23  lbs.  sundries. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  1955. 

There  are  26  shops  and  5 canteens  which  are  affected  by  the  above  regulations. 
They  comprise  5 butcheries,  2 fried  fish  shops  (one  sells  wet  fish  in  addition), 

1 wet  fish  shop,  1 bakery,  1 confectioner,  15  groceries  and  1 general  store. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected.  One  contravention  of  the  regulations 
was  reported  and  dealt  with. 

There  are  in  addition,  twenty  shops  which  do  not  come  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  These  were  all  inspected  during  the  year  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

Sixteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream.  No 
ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district. 
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Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  1955.  (Continued) 

On  the  25th  Noveraber  1957  this  district  became  a designated  area  in  which 
all  milk  sold  must  be  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 

One  dairy  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949.  Two 
licences  were  issued  for  tuberculin  tested,  three  for  pasteurised  and  three  for 
sterilised.  Three  supplementary  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  use  of  the 
special  designations,  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  in  Burton 
Latimer. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949. 

Fifty-eight  treatments  have  been  carried  out  in  private  houses  and  five  in 
business  premises  during  the  year. 

Regular  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  refuse  tip  have  also  been  carried  out. 


SECTION  F„  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  forty-eight  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  thirty-one  cases  in  1956. 

Measles.  Thirty-five  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  fourteen  coses  in  1956.  The  incidence  was  confined  to  children 
in  the  0-11  age  group.  All  recovered. 

Scarlet  Fover.  There  were  six  cases  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  one  case  in  1956.  These  coses  were  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Pneumonia.  There  were  five  cases  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
ten  cases  last  year.  All  cases  recovered. 

Paralytic  Poliomyelitis.  One  cose  was  notified  during  the  year  and  was 
removed  to  hospital.  This  case  recovered.

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis’)  Regulations,  1925.  These 
regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  1957. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  Respiratory  and  one  Non-Respirotory  Tuberculosis 
were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  One  case  of  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  was  removed  from  the  Register  os  cured.
